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Bradda Head. This promontory is at the northern 
entrance of Port Erin Bay. It is about 350 feet above 
sea level; on the top is the Milner Tower, from which 
a very extensive view is obtained of the Mull Hills, 
the Mourne Mountains, and charming’ country; whilst 
below, the village and bay of Port Erin present a pleasing 
panorama. 
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
